There  isn't  much  doubt 
but  that  the  fire  at  the  Tuttle  house  was  of  incendiary 
origin,  and  four  roadside  fires  definitely  were  set.  They 
were  discovered  promptly  with  no  resulting  damages,  but, 
had  they  gone  unoticed  for  any  length  of  time,  they  could 
have  become  serious.  Road  patrols  were  carried  on  during 
this  dangerous  period.  The  time  given  by  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  members  of  the  Fire  Association 
at  times  like  this  is  greater  than  many  realize.  They,  as 
a  group,  donated  their  labor  in  making  the  Dam  above 
the  village  two  years  age,  and  recently  helped  to  clear 
the  grounds  of  the  Ellis  School  for  an  athletic  field.  One 
of  our  County  Commissioners  recently  made  the  remark 
that  it  would  be  a  fine  thing  if  the  members  of  all  small 
town  fire  departments  worked  together  as  well  as  the 
members  of  the  Fremont  Fire  Department  do. 
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Again  let  me  repeat,  we  were  lucky  to  have  had  no 
bad  fires,  and  lucky  to  have  capable,  willing  men  avail- 
able in  case  we  should  need  them..

FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  PAYS  DIVIDENDS 


Most  forest  fires  are  preventable  because  someone  is 
responsible  for  them.  State  records  for  1950  show  94  ^^^^^  of 
632  fires  resulted  from  human  perversness  and  careless- 
ness. Refusal  to  secure  the  required  warden  permit  before 
burning:  failure  to  use  good  judgment,  lack  of  equipment 
and  assistance  while  burning;  carelessness  in  smoking 
and  poorly  conditioned  woods  equipment  (trucks,  tract- 
ors, etc.)  resulted  in  a  total  of  6090.6  burned  acres  with 
a  loss  of  $63,949.10  in  valuable  property. 

Fortunately,  these  human  factors  can  be  dealt  with 
because  people  can  be  reached.  This  the  local  forest  fire 
warden  tries  to  do  by  informing  his  fellow  citizens  that 
EVERYONE  MUST: 
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1.  Secure  a  written  permit  to  burn  in  or  near 
woodlands  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow. 

2.  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough 
equipment  and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under 
control  at  all  times. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands 
and  refrain  from  throwing  lighted  material  from 
automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the 
woods  is  in  good  condition. 

His  success  depends  entirely  upon  public  reaction  to 
his  appeals.  He  does  his  part  -  the  rest  depends  upon 
YOU  and 

YOUR  compliance  with  burning  requirements 
YOUR  care  with  YOUR  fires  and  YOUR 
smoking  and

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


February,  1951 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Fremont: 

I  am  happy  to  submit  this  my  first  report,  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  in  which  the  citizens  of 
Fremont  can  point  to  with  pride. 

It  is  commendable  when  a  community  has  the  forsight 
to  make  a  school  such  as  the  Ellis  School  available  to  its 
young  people.  There  are  four  basic  rights  that  the  young 
people  of  a  community  are  entitled  to  in  their  schools; 
these  are: 

1.  The  right  to  a  feeling  of  security.  Security  in 
the  belief  that  parents  and  teachers  have  their 
interest  at  heart. 

2.  The  right  to  love  and  friendship.  Young  people 
need  someone  they  can  turn  to  in  troublous 

times  as  well  as  joyous  times. 

3.  The  rig'ht  to  experience  social  fellowship; 
healthy  educational  and  recreational  situations 
that  do  much  toward  the  development  of  a 
healthy  mental  attitude. 

4.  The  right  to  good  learning  experiences.  This 
demands  good  teachers  and  the  educational 
tools  necessary  to  make  good  teaching  effect- 
ive. 

Fremont  has  taken  a  big  step  forward  in  the  meeting 
of  these  needs  but  should  not  be  complacent. 

This  report  is  accompanied  by  a  page  devoted  to 
Return  of  District  Revenue,  which  shows  the  actual  budget 
we  are  operating  on  this  year.  (1950-51)  In  comparing 
this  with  next  year's  budget  one  must  bear  in  mind  the 
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increased  cost  of  school  supplies  as  well  as  the  fact  that 
good  schools  require  continuity  in  their  teaching  staffs. 

The  teachers  have  done  a  fine  job  in  bringing  their 
respective  groups  into  one  well  knit  unit.  This  could  not 
have  been  possible  without  willingness  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers  to  work  together  toward  a  solution  of  the 
problems  common   to  them  all.

Mrs.  Mildred  Willette  was  hired  to  replace  Mrs.  Sylvia 
Moulton.  Mrs.  Willette,  a  graduate  of  State  Teachers 
College,  North  Adams,  Massachusetts,  has  ben  doing  a 
fine  job  with  grades  three  and  four. 

HOT  LUNCH 

The  hot  lunch  program  has  become  a  fine  asset  to  the 
school.  This  project  is  a  good  example  of  how  a  consoli- 
dated school  can  bring  about  closer  harmony  among 
parents  and  friends  throughout  the  entire  town.  True, 
mistakes  were  made,  but  success  should  be  measured  by 
iihe  final  results  of  the  program  and  its  contribution  to 
the  general  welfare  of  the  school  children. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  school 
board,  citizens,  teachers  and  pupils  of  Fremont  for  the 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  friendliness  with  which  they 
have  received  their  new  Superintendent.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  School  Board: 

Your  school  nurse  welcomes  this  opportunity  to  inform 
you  in  regard  to  what  has  been  accomplished  from  the 
standpoint  of  health  education  during  the  past  year. 

The  children  received  the  usual  yearly  physical  check- 
up consisting  of  an  examination  of  teeth,  tonsils,  posture, 
vision,  and  hearing  as  well  as  weighing  and  measuring. 
Little  Health  Talks  6n  timely  sub jeets  were  given  in  the 
classrooms.  Home  visits  have  been  made,  and  follow-up 
work  carried  out. 

Probably  no  subject  is  of  greater  concern  to  parents  and 

teachers  than  the  health  of  the  children  in  their  care. 

The  parents  have  shown  an  increased  interest  in  estab- 
lishing a  closer  relationship  between  school  and  home  in 
the  mutual  striving  for  better  health  objectives.         .\' 

The  Maico  Individual  Audiometer,  a  recent  acquisition 
of  our  Union,  has  been  most  useful  not  only  as  a  hearing 
test,  but  as  a  check  on  the  possible  impairment  of  hearing 
caused  by  measles,  ear  infections,  scarlet-fever,  etc.  The 
T.  B.  Patch  Test  has  been  given  to  all; pupils  m  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades.  .;.::.;•■.:"■ 

In  the  first  and  second  grades  thirty-four  children 
received  innoculations  against  jdiptheria,  whooping-^^ough 
and  tetanus.  There  is  still  a  great  need  of  -dental "cor- 
rections. The  people  of  Fremont  are  to  be  compiimented 
on  their  splendid  new  school  building.  It  is  such  a  pleas- 
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ure  to  work  in,  and  it  offers  facilities  for  a  better  health 
program. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  parents,  teaching  staff,  friends,  and 
public  organizations  that  have  given  time  and  enthu- 
siasms toward  the  betterment  of  our  health  program.
